IGNORANCE IS BLAMED FOR 


MALNUTRITION .IN CHILDREN 


Large Proportion tf Mortality Amtnf 


Children Traced It Faulty 


Nutrition. 


Washington.—lATestlntloni by tot 


children's bureau of the United State* 
Department of Labor of the extent of 
malnutrition mnong children indicate 
.that from one-fourth to one-third of 
the children in me United States are 
definitely malnourished. 


Why ore there so many children bt- 


low par? EUdently they wera not 
"Just boru tliat way,- for the studies 
of malnourished children show that In 
the great majority of cases they start- 
ed life In normal physical condition. 
Glren this start they should hare de- 
veloped Into healthr, robust children. 
That they failed to do so Indicates that 
something Is wrong with their diet tod 
mode of lit ins. 


Improper or Inadequate diet, lack of 


sleep, too little outdoor play, fresh air, 
and sunshine; orerexertion due to too 
much work or too strenuous play, and 
physical defects such as bad teeth, 
tonsils, or adenoids are listed among 
'the causes of malnutrition. But this 
firei rise to another question: Why 
are children improperly fed? Why do 
they have too little sleep? Why ar*, 
bad tonsils teeth, or adenoids not at- 
tended to? Ihe answer seems to be 
that Ignorance, laclt of parental con- 
trol and poverty, singly or together, 
an the causes underlying these bad 
conditions. 


Parents come In for a heary share 


of blame. Abundant evidence has been 
found to show that Ignorance and lack 
of parental control are more impor- 
tant causes of malnutrition than pov- 
erty. Studies have shown that many 
children are improperly fed because 
parents do not know what are tlw 
proper foods for children nor how to 
spend their money to get the best re- 
turn In food Talues; because they do 
not know that children should n«v« 
regular meals, and because they do not 
know that drinking tea and coffee and 
eating indiscriminately between meals 
are worse for children than adults. 


Then, too, there are parents who 


know all these things, but who Just 
don't seem to care what and how 
their children eat or when they go to 
bed. The result of this Ignorance or 
neglect Is malnutrition, which may re- 
sult in lowered ritality, Increased sus- 
ceptibility to disease, and retarded 
mental development A large propor- 
tion of mortality among .children is 
traced directly or Indirectly to faulty 
nutrition.
